Every institution which limits supply and un- 
justly levies tribute from the people should be 
taxed to death or confiscated for the general 
weal, and failing in this, then ihe people should 
destroy it by force, the same as they would kill 
a rattlesnake crawling its slimy length across 
their path.

In an art store is a life size oil painting of a 
cowboy actor, which is offered for sale at the 
moderate sum of $500. It’s a good picture, well 
painted, but we wouldn't give it house room, 
simply for the reason that as a cowboy it is a 
distortion and a joke. The painter of that $500 
picture doesn’t know a cowboy from the head 
Bolshevik of Russia, and has probably never seen 
one outside of the magazines and picture shows. 

To those who have seen the cowboy on his 
native heath and in the early day prime of his 
glory, the stage presentation of him is amusing. 
This particular cowboy has on the regulation 
dime novel and motion picture garb, and a Colt's 
navy revolver slung to him that is big enough for 
a coyote to crawl into.

SUFFERS DELAY 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Efforts 
to expedite a vots in the Senate to- 
day on the woman suffrage consti- 
tutional amendment resolution-were 
By parliamentary tactics 
opponents of the measure succeeded 
after two hours in postponing all 
action until tomorrow. 

After numerous roll aa the 
motion to discharge the su¥frage 
committee from considering the reso- 
lution was set aside for renewal of 
debate on the resolution requesting 
a copy of the peace treaty with 
Germany. 

Senator Smith, Democrat, of 
Georgia led the opposition and was 
supported by Senators Underwood of 
Alabama, Fletcher of Florida and 
other Southern Democrats. 

Senator Johnson agreed to have 
his resolution temporarily laid aside, 
but the rules prevented such action. 

Senator Smith of Georgia, Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, and Borah of 
Idaho, opponents of woman suffrage, | 
admitted during the discussion, that 
there were no doubts of sufficient 
votes to insure the resolution’s pas- 
sage.
